Rebel Forces Under General Obregon Take City Without Disorder 
—Carransa Mili Commander rted to Have Carried Out 
Wholesale Slaughter of Political Prisoners at Santiago Prison— 
Vera Crus Is Reported Occupied 


iL PASO, Texas, May 9.—General Obregon’s forces are in complete 
possession of Mexico City, according to an official announcement in Juarez 
late today by the revolutionists. 

There were no details of the occupation. The report that President 
Carranza had been arrested at Esperanza, state of Vera Cruz, while fleeing 
from the capital city to Vera Cruz, remained unconfirmed. 


The report said 
his sapture had been effected by General Sanchez. 


WHOLESALE SLAUGHTER 
EL PASO, Texas, May 9.—General Francisco Murguia, Carranza mili- 
tary commander at Mexico City, before leaving the capital, which now is in 
complete possession of revolutionary forces, carried out a wholesale slaugh- 
ter. of political prisoners at ‘Santiago, the military prison, according to a 

bulletin issued at revolutionary headquarters tonight. 
Fifteen Mexican generals were among those reported slaughtered. “The 
oy hha ny ies over this bloody epilogue for the Carranza regime,” the 
ulletin said. 


GALVESTON, Texas, May 9.—Unofficial reports reached here late today 
that the revolutionists entered Vera Cruz last night and today were occupy- 
ing the city, President Carranza, the advices said, was hiding in Vera Cruz, 
and his arrest was momentarily expected. 

The report, which came through what is considered a reliable ,source, 
said the revolutionary forces entered Vera Cruz late last might; then re- 
treated because of the presence in the harbor of Mexican gunboats, Late 
today they again entered the city and began its occupation, the report said. 


OCCUPATION CONFERMED 

WASHINGTON, May 9.—-Official confirmation of the occupation of Mex- 
{oy City by rebel forces at noon Friday, May 7, was received today by the 
state department from the American embassy. There was no disorder and 
no foreigners were interfered with, the message said, 

The embassy reported that troops constituting the advance contingent 
of Pedro Gonzales, took control of the Mexican capital at 7 o'clock. Thié 
advance was under General Alvaro, who upon effecting possession of the city 
issued a formal assurance of complete guarantees, In this announcement 
he advised commerce, industry and banks and other institutions to continue 
their normal operations, and threatened drastic punishment of speculatora 
in articles of necessity, A new chief of police and a military commander for 
Mexico City were appointed.

Business Profits Tax Extension 
to Fiscal Year- Probability 
Also Creates Interest 


OTTAWA, May 9.--(Canadian Press)— 
Interest in the budget whic: Sir Henry 
Tbrayton is expected to bring down on 
Wednesday centres around the possibility 
of a new luxury tax and the probable ex- 
tension of the business profits tax to the 
fiscal year which has just begun. Some 
slight revision of ¢he tariff is probable, 
but the general belief is that there will be 
few innovations in customs duties on staple 
commodities, The taxation of incomes 
may n’ot be increased to any extent. It is 
expected in some quarters that revenues 
from this source will have to be increased, 
while in others it tg suggested that the 
government will endeavor to shift the bur- 
den by the means of a luxury tax which 
wlll be pretty general in its application 
and by revising the business profits tax 
80 as to permit of a continuation ‘of liberal 
reyenues from this source with it handi- 
capping essential industries, 

There is a dearth of specutacion in in- 
formed parliamentary circles as to the 
terms of the 1920 budget. Mich of the 
burden of cost of demobilization has been 
wiped ‘out in the past fiscal year, and, 
faced with extraordinary economic con- 
ditions, the government is not expected to 
bring in any radical changes :n taxation 
for the coming year.

CANADA-WIDE 
PLAN TO STOP 
TUBERCULOSIS 


Federal Dept. of Agriculture to 
Eradicate Dread Disease from 
‘Dominion Stock 


OTTAWA, May 9%. — (Canadian 
Press.)—Further steps toward ineur- 
ing Canada of as large an output of 
livestock and livestock products are 
to be taken right away by the federal 
department of agriculture, it was 
learned here tonight. A Dominion- 
wide campaign in an effort to control 
and ultimately to eradicate tuberculo- 
sis among Canadian livestock, is out- 
lined in an announcement by Dr. Tol- 
mie, minister of agriculture. 

During the past ten yeara, this 
trouble has been increasing both in 
cattle and in hogs at a more or less 
uniform rate, according to the miniet- 
er, Tuberculosis of swine, which is 
closely related to tuberculosis of cattle, 
has increased from an average of ten 
per cent. to slightly over 20 per cent. 
during that period. 

Although the measures taken by the 
department of agriculture, through the 
Bovernment meat inspection regula- 
tions rigidly enforced at packing 
plants, reduce ito a minimum the 
danger of tubercular meat being offer- 
ed for human food, the disease may 
be, and in hundreds of cases is, traus- 
mitted to human beings, especaly 
young children through the medium 
of milk from infected cows, and-un- 
til this disease can be stamped out 
from amongst our dairy herds, this 
source of infection will always be pre- 
sent, to say nothing of the enormous 
waste of meat productions suffered 
every year by reason of the necessity

The 
banks asked for a higher Tate than 
the government would allow without 
the free consent of the rural credits 
societies themselves.

Murray by The Bulletin on Sunday, the 
Athabasca river at that point is re- 
ported clear of ice, which left the 
river on May 4th st 9:15 in the morn- 
ing. All preparations for plowing and 
seeding are being made in the Mc- 
Murray district which Is enjoying 
very fine weather that in turn is dry- 
ing up the roads very nicely. 

In a similar wire received from 
Athabasca, the river there is reported 
as opening up a day sooner than at 
McMurray, the break taking place on 
May 8rd. Plowing and seeding is also 
reported to be in full swing and the 
district: to be enjoying exceptionally 
good, bright sunshiny weather which 
is drying up the roads rapidly. 

In the Edmonton district the weath- 
er for the past four or five days has 
been ali that could be desired in the 
matter of warmth and sunshine. Satur- 
day was an especially warm day, the 
highest thermometer reading for the 
day being 79 above at 3 o'clock.

Following Baccalaureate Sermon 
Students Observe Custom of 
Past Four Years 


On account of the Baccalaureate 
sermon to the class of 1920 being 
g-ven at the University by Rev. Canon 
Bickersteth in the morn.ng, the First 
Unitarian Society held its exercises at 
7.80 on Sunday evening. Foliowing 
the custom of the past tour years Pro- 
fessor W. H. Auexancer addressed 
himself to the memberg of the uni- 
versity graduating ciass with most of 
whom he has been in int.mate touch 
during their college course, 

He referred in opening his remarks 
to the circumstances confronting the 
world at the time the class of 1920 en- 
ried some members of the class afar 
rie dsome members of the class afar 
on its stormy Waves so that they were 
not graduating with their comrades; 
{t had brought into the class others 
who because of sery.ce overseas had 
been delayed in completing ther 
courses, But now the class, var- 
fously composed had reached its goal, 
an dthey were to be congratulated in 
the worde of St. Paul on that “where- 
to they had already attained,” 

Persistency Is Best of Idealism 

But it was to be hoped that the 
graduates would not deceive them- 
selves in respect to the conditional 
character of the attainment; attain- 
ment brought with :t no finality but 
was rather the process of overtaking 
ideals and seeing new ones’ beyond. 
Jt was the custom to exhort graduat- 
ing classes to preserve their ideals 
in the life of the world, but like 
many customs it was open to grave 
question. The mere preservation of 
ideals meant spiritual death; con- 
stantly {deals must be overhauled, 
amended, and sometimes dropped be- 
cause of snadequacy, The course of 
the true idealist in life might well 


the unremitting character of the pur- 
sult, but the calibre of the idealism is 
demonstrated in presistency.

Ag graduation was one of life's at- 
tainments, so there would follow ail 
through their:days other points, of- 
ten quite as definitely marked, which

Let the graduates regard 
life as the great adventure and fare 
forth wth a heart to make the moat 
of every experience, regarding each 
new day as the treasure-house of pos- 
s‘billties untold.

At a parliamentary conference 
held in Paris a resolution was pass- 
ed to ask. the nations to take im- 
mediate steps to curtail expenses, 
improve their financial positions 
and to reduce the circulation of 
paper currency in order to right 
the exchange situation. National 
extravagance is thus classed as a 
matter of international import- 
ance, and declared to be an injury 
to the general wellbeing ofthe 
inhabitants of the earth. Economy 
is proclaimed to be national duty, 
for the same reason that liberality 
was a national duty when the war 
had to be fought and won; the 
general good demands it. To put 
it. in plain terms, the nation that 
wastes when all-round thrift is 
the only thing that can restore the 
balance of things is a ‘‘slacker,’’ 
just as the man who could, but 
refused to, help when money was 
needed to carry on the fighting 
was a slacker.

=ar our coalitionist Ministers were 


present and tried to bring the 
onvention to heel in support’ of 
the Government. They failed, and 
things finally became so hot that 
they and their friends bolted and 
held, a consolation meeting at 
which they told each other how 
badly they had been treated. 
Meantime the Liberals passed a 
resolution expresing confidence in 


Mr. Asquith, and the opposite 
to confidence in the Coalition 
Government, 


Whatever may be said of their 
views, the British Liberals are 
making plain ‘that there is one 
political party in the country 
that can be counted on tto stand by 
its principles even when offered a 
share of the kudos of power as the 
price for forgetting them. When 
a party developes that spirit it is 
getting in condition for public 
service, and usually the opportun- 
ity is ‘dot long denied it to put its 
principles into practice. Sacrifice 
is the qualification for service, and 
readiness to serve is the only legiti- 
mate title to power. 


Plant Some. 

Residents of Garneau are start- 
ing a tree-planting campaign. They 
are thereby giving a lead which it 
is to be hoped will be followed by 
residents of other sections of the 
city. 

Edmonton lawns and _ streets 
should be the most beautiful treed 
and shrubbed in Western Canada, 
and some of them are comparable 
to any to be found in other cities. 
But it cannot be said that through- 
out the city generally sufficient 
attention has been paid to this 
very effective and inexpensive way 
of beautifying the home surround- 
ings. And a good deal of what 
has been done by the city—at an 
outrageous cost, by the way—has 
been undone by official neglect 
and public indifference. Streets 
once lined with promising and 
thrifty young trees now display 
only the stumps and snags left by 
mischievous children. 

These relics stand not only as 
monuments to official negligence 
but as proof also of parental and 
public carelessness, If people 
generally had been more concern- 
ed in preserving the trees they 
would not have been destroyed. 
And that quality of care wil! be 
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personal interest in tree-planting 
and to put more or less ‘inoney 
and work into it. * 4 

No part of the city has a mono- 
poly on the opportunity to beau- 
tify by setting out trees and 
shrubs, They will grow in one 
part as well as in another. The 
cost prohibits no one. The care 


and attention required takes little} 


time and can be done during idle 
evenings as well as in the working 
hours of the day. The cottager 
has as good a chance as the mil- 
lionaire in this direction to make 
his home attractive. In fact it is 
very often about the humble home 
that the finest trees and shrubs are 
to be found. 

This is the time of year when 
tree-planting is to be done if done 
at all. A month from now will be 
too late. Soil and weather are 
favorable for immediate action. 
The domestic clean-up campaign 
cannot be given a better wind- 
up, or one that will give more real 
and enduring satjsfaction, than 
by setting out a few trees or flow- 
ering shrubs in the front yard— 
and also in the back yard, where 
after all people spend a good deal 
of their leisure time at home in 
the summer season. 


A Favoring Condition, 


There is one common note in the 
reports of seeding operations from 
all parts of the country; the 
ground is in excellent condition. 
That does not abolish the fact that 
spring came late, but it will do a 
good deal to make up for the dis- 
advantage. <A good gtart does not 
guarantee a good crop, but a poor 
start is not a help to any crop. 


The Anniversary of Humanity. 


Every man and woman and 
every boy and girl owes life, and 
hence all that life is or may be- 
come, to ‘‘Mother.’’ The debt to 
her is universal and her name is 
sacred in every land. ‘‘Mother’s 
Day’’ should be a world-wide an- 
niversary, one in which the peoples 
of every race and color and re- 
ligion may unite in recognition of 
their common humanity. 


How He Was Elected, and Why. 


Mr. Greenwood, the new Irish 
Secretary, was elected in Sunder- 
land by a much increased major- 
ity. At the general election he won 
over a Unionist candidate by a ma- 
jority of two.thousand. There was 
no unionist in the field in the re- 
cent by-election, and the Unionist 
votes evidently were polled solidly 
for Mr. Greenwood in order to 
make sure of the defeat of the 
Labor and Liberal candidates.

Editor, The Bulletin: 


Sir,—The value of a free public 
press Was seldom better ilustrated, 
than by xhe report of the proceedings 
of the pension committee, aitting at 
Ottawa, which/ appears in the dally 
papers of the 3rd inst. 

In this report, one of the commit- 
tee, Brig.-Gen. H. H. McLean, reply- 
ing to the appeals of Mr. Bonnar on 
behalf of the relatives of the dead 
and returned men, is quoted as fol- 
lows: “Women would be encouraged 
in idleness. The average wife of a 
private was of a servant class before 
marriage,"’ 

That such a statement should he 
made at any time is extraordinary, 
but that (tt should be made at such a 
time and place by a public man is 
very extraordinary. 

The public has been very apprecia- 
tive of tthe sacrifices of the returned 
men, but we doubt yf it has ever been 
fully appreciated, what it meant to 
men to submit their wills and bodies 
to the absolute control of officers, and 
particularly officers of type to whieh 
this brigadier-general evidently be- 
longed. 

The result of such submission has 
evidently been unfontunate in this 
case, for it has lead to Brig.-Gen. 
McLean thinking that because of 
same his men were of a menial class. 

We are prepared to admit that the 
men were servants of Canada, but this 
brigadier-general was equally so, in 
asmuch as he was clothed, fed; paid, 
and took his orders from his super- 
lors, just like the meanest private, the 
only difference being that he did so 
{n hia comfortable headquarters, while 
the private did 6o amidst the miseries 
ofthe line. 

We leave the public to judge whose 
was the greatest sacrifice, 

We are not so much concerned 
with the mind of this brigadier-gen- 
eral, though it is evident that his eR@ 
Cap has stained his brain. Wihat con- 
cerns us, is that a man of this type 
should bbe selected to be a member ot 
the pension committee. 

It is quite obvious he is absolutely 
unfit to sit on the jury, which is 
endeavoring to cee justice done. 

Further, it appears to us that his 
presence on such a committee is a 
danger to the community, as nothing 
could have a more damaging effect on 
the ainity of our people than astate- 
ments of this character.

such as the Empire passed through 
recently. Now that the war is over 
and the problems of reconstruction 
press hard, Mr, Lioyd George has

When we endeavor to rate Mr. 
Lloyd George, and his work auring 
the past few years, we are faced with 
alternatives, Either he was a se.fish 
egoist, governed by a@ lust of power, 
which took the form of ambition to 
become premier of Great Britain; or 
he was an ardent patriot, who in the 
midst of a grave national crisis was 
Willing 40 be governed by events, and 
ignore as inexpedient all previous po- 
‘tical alignments, and tine up anew 
the best talent of the nation for the 
ipunpose of a succesful prosecution of 
the war. 

Mr, Lioyd George was, and is, most 
impatient of mere “words” and a 
“wait and see’ policy. He is ati a 
bitter enemy of mere “words,” as he 
said in reply to a recent speech of 
Mr. Asquith in Parliament. Speak- 
ing at the National Liberal Club he 
criticised a famous recent apeech of 
Mr. Asquith in the House, as ‘‘words- 
words!! words!!! You cannot re- 
construct Europe out of a dictionary.” 
He replied to (Mr. Asquith’s charge 
that he was a demagogue. Said Mr. 
Lioyd George: ‘The epithet of demo- 
gogue was always hurled by the dull 
and the pompous!” It dg quite poss- 
ible that a passion for effective or- 
ganization may {be beneath his desire 
to maintain the Coalition. 


You quoted in your editorial, and 
in conspicuous print, these words of 
Mr. Asquith: “They (Liberals) are 
not going to be harnessed to the 
wheels of the Tory Chariot in an in- 
sensate crusade against an imaginary 
peril,” This “imaginary peril” is ex- 
treme Laboriam or Socialism. Per- 
mit me ‘to refer to the brilliant edi#tor- 
fal a few weeks ago, from the pen of 
Sir W. Robertson Nicoll in the Brit- 
ish Weekly, entitled, I think, ‘The 
Premier's ‘Political Outlook.” This 
brilliant journalist began by saying 
that he ds a supporter of the Coalition 
Government in Britain. He also be- 
lieves in tthe Premier's leadership, and 
thinks that at this time he alone, 
among all British statesmen, possesses 
‘the ‘incommunicable fire.’ He also 
refers to the Premier's fear of ex- 
treme Socialism, and while not alto- 
gether in agreement with him in this 
particular, yet adds that Mr. Lloyd 
George may have acceas to the facts: 
he may have access to a fund of in- 
formation regarding the condition of 
Labor in England ‘that the most bril- 
liant journalist may know little of. 

Certainly it is most reasonable to 
suppose, knowing Mr. Lioyd George's 
record as we do, that this may be 
the case. He ds no mere theorist. One 
of his biographers points out that no 
outstanding British statesman has 
brought to his high public office, a 
mind so little encumbered by tradi- 
thon anu obligated to text-books, as 
Mr. Lioyd George. He does not 
theorise, but faces facts, and allows 
himself to be governed by conditions. 
Such a man may expose himself easi- 
ly to the charge of vacillation and in- 
consistency, When in reality the ts 
guilty of n.ither of ‘these vices.

clamorings and unrest. Secondly, and 
in particular, by Coalition, England 
can be saved from the poasible dom- 
inance of a mere section, but power- 
fully organized section, of her popu- 
lation, Who are imbued with the apir- 
it of a doctrinaire Socialism. Thirdly, 
because by Ooalition, respect for con- 
Stitutional righits and methods of pro- 
cedure in ways and means employed 
in making demands upon the govern- 
ment and society, car be most effec- 
tively enforced. 

Reference must also be made, to 
justify the Premier's position, to ‘the 
dilemma in which President Wilson 
has been placed, and the uncompli- 
mentary Nght in which the Great Re- 
public js made to appear, by the act- 
tion of sheer partyism due to the 
maintenance of ‘the old alignments in 
the senate, in regard to the Peace 
Treaty and the League of Nations. 

It must be said that your compari- 
son, at the conclusion of your editor- 
jal, of the British Coalition with the 
Canadian Union government, is nei- 
ther impressive nor convincing. And 
the comparison is certainly not 
strengthenea by your characierization 
of the British Coajition government 
as “unprincipled.” 

Mr. Lloyd George has arrayed 
against him the most formidable foes 
that could be organized against a pub- 
lic man. ‘The autocratic Northclifite 
and his press, centering in the fam- 
ous Tory Times {!s against him. 60 
is the radical press of Britain, Yet 
he still stands, But where, on the| 
horizon, ig the anan qualified to sup-| 
ersede Mr. Lioyd George. It does not 
seem thalt he alone possesses the ‘in- 
communicable fire,”’ and is the man 
destined to be yet the political say-| 
four of Britain at this time.

SAVING UP 
Colingwoed Bu.letin 
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With the approach of the Alberta 


Musical Festival, a great deal of in- 
terest ts being manifested in it, and in 
musical festivals generally. The his- 
tory of the Alberta festival 1s not un- 
familiar to many, and it is interesting 
to read of the origin and growth of 
muatical festivals held in other parts 
of the world. With this in view The 
Bulletin reprints from the New York 
Tribune, an article entitled ‘Notable 
Music Festivals and ‘Nhelr Origin,” 
written by H. E. Krebiel, who likes 
to be called the dean of American crit- 
ies, and who has been on the staff of 
The Tribune since December, 1880. 
Mr. Krebiel says: 

There ought to be no harm and no 
suspicion of malevolence if a veteran 


observer of musical affairs in the 
United States, one who has made such 
observation his vocation for nearly 
half a century, should set down the 


fact that he had fancied that ithe days 
of music festivals of the old type ‘were 
gone forever in the metropolis of the 
country, and that such meetings as 
had occupied his attention forty-odd 
years ago would never be seen again. 
- Once upon a time music festivals 
looked like the most significant and 
Interesting features of the country's 
musical life, In the early part of my 
professional career I attended many 
of ‘them in many-places, and as a 
student of the history of musical de- 
velopment In the United States I have 
searched as patiently and laboriously 
as any man to get at the beginnings 
of musical culture in the east and anid- 
dle west—to find the roots of the tree 
and trace the source of the springs 
which nourished them. As a ibroad 
generalization it may correctly ‘be 
sald that festivals——choral festivals, I 
mean—are admirable atimulantys for 
communities in which musical culture 
is in its infancy, and that they lose 
their value when culture takes on ma- 
ture growth and etability, Aster that, 
unless devoted to apecific ends which 
ordinary musical activity leaves un- 
touched, they are more likely to do 
harm than good, because they tend to 
sensationalism, (0 substitute hectic 
excitement for calm enjoyment, nulli- 
fy judgment and degrate taste. Per- 
formances which would best be heard 
in moderate sized music rooms are 
given in vast places, ill adapted to 
hearing, and music which would make 
its most eloquent appeal if played and 
sung by small and well balanced agen- 
cles ja vulgarized by Inflation of the 
forces till correct and refined perfor- 
mances are impossible, 


Two Typical Music Festivals 


For many years two cities have 
maintained muste festivals which in 
their origin {Mustrate two types of 
culture. The citles are Worcester, 
Mass.,, end Cincinnati; The annual 
festivals in Worcester represent al- 
most a century of an activity which, 
because I cannot call it development 
(since artistic growth has not marked 
the meetings for a long time), I must 
call effort or energy. ‘The more fam- 
ous Cincinnati festivals have taken 
place ‘biennially since 1873, and they, 
too, long ago ceased to have the evo- 
lutionary significance which they had 
in the first decade of their existence, 
The two institutions were widely di- 
vergent in thelr origins. It ought to 
be interesting to look at those origins, 
in view of the present state of music 
in the United States. The progenitors 
of ‘the Worcester festivals were the old 
conventions which flourished through- 
out New England a century ago. The 
Cincinnati! feetivals were an outgrowth 
of the German national Sangerfeste 
which had thelr beginnings, by a sin- 
gvlar colneidence, in Cincinnati in 
1849. These German festivals ante- 
dated ghe first convention, which esta- 
biished a succession of mectings at 
Worcester, by nine years, but the 
precursors of that convention were 
many decades earlier than the ie? of 
() 


the German organizations 
which the Cinelnnat! festival ddea 
grew. ‘That idea, though it has re- 


tulned ftability in its original habitat, 
was #pasmodio in its effects. I at- 
tended some of the first Cinoinnat! 
festival concerts in 1873; I reported 
them for the Cincinnati Gazette until 
I came to join the staff of The Tribune 
in Decenfder, 1880, and for years after 
I journeyed to my old home every two 
years to report the meetings for this 
paper. It was not until I was forced 
to recognize that, however inspiring 
they might be to the people of Cin- 
cinnati, they no longer could be said 
to have a national significance, that I 
gave up going to them. 

Meanwhile, under the influence of 
the firet feativale, I had seen festivals 
and even music halls, modeled after 
those of Cinoinnati, aepring up én St. 
Louls, Indianapolis, Chicago, Milnne- 
apolis, Philadelphia and New York— 
apring up like mushrooms and decay 
Nike any other fungus, giving place 
again t© normal conditions which 
were more conductve to artistic cul- 
ture,

teachers, who also appreciated the 
advantages which came from associa- 
tion with the botter trained musiciara 
of Boston.

originated ‘the institution which ts) ow 
become an annual festival at Wer- 
cester, In that city there existod in 
1826 a Harmonic Society ¢hat was al- 
ready reckoned old. An announce 
men la preserved, gigned by the sec- 
retary of the society, who was the 
father-in-law of the lato Senator 
Hoar, which set forth the punpose of 
the society to hold “an oratorio con- 
sisting of anthems, duets, aacred songs 
etc.,"" in the South Meeting House en 
October 11, 1826. “Oratorio,” it may 
be explained hers, @ century iagy 
meant not excluaively the ar*-form 
which we associate with the word, 
Dut was che equivalent of a concert of 
gacred music. It dow not appear that 
the Harmonic eociety, which died 
about 1829, ever gave a festival or 
held a convention, but the concert on 
October 11, 1826, was a somewhat mo- 
mentous affair, inasmuch ag it was at- 
tended by the president of the United 
@tates, John Quinoy.Adams, and the

Benjamin F. Baker, 
had also a local reputation as leader 
of one of the singing societies of Wor- 
cester. Under their auapices the first 
convention for the discussion of 
church music was held September 28- 
October 1, 1858. After that conven- 
tlons were of annual occurrence; and, 
indeed, there were two of them, rival 
institutions, In 1863. The managers of 
the convention which met in Mechan- 
{cs Hall in that year proved to be the 
fittest, and they survived under the 
formal title of ‘The Worcester County 
Musical Conventton.” More than 
twenty towns were represented in the 
list of officers and, it Je to be pre- 
sumed, in the cholr also. In 1871 the 
name of the governing organization 
was changed to that which dt bears 
now—"The Worcester County Mual- 
cal Association’’—and it was solemnly 
resolved that thereafter the “oonven- 
tions” ghould be ‘‘festivals,” 


* Ancient Records, 


I should like to delve into the an- 
cient records of Bosten, New York, 
Philadelphia, Charleston and other 
cities to show how foolish is the 
notion that musical culture is a new 
thing comparatively in the United 
States, but I must not. It is enough 
for present purposes ¢o etate that the 
records show that the cultivation of 
choral music by amateurs is as old on 
this side of the Atlantic as it is ‘n 
Europe. Handel's music, and Haydn's, 
some of it, was sung by church choirs 
as far west as Cincinnati withine tho 
first two decades of the ninete:nth 
century. Mendelssohn and Sponr 
were invited to conduct a muato fes- 
tival in New York in 1847, Mendo!- 
ssohn declined because of illness, and 
died at the end of the year, dut to 
get back to a consideration of the .ino 
of development which resulted in the 
festivals of the CGincinnatl type. Ger- 
man singing societies, choirs of men, 
sprang up in the east in the ‘308 of 
the nineteenth century. Philadelphia, 
Baltimore and New York wero ear- 
liest in the field, but within a dozen 
years there were already eimi'ar s0- 
cieties in Milwaukee, St. Louis, “in- 
cinnati, Louisville, Madison, Ind., and 
other western citles. Of course the 
cultivation of Gemuthlichke!t fol- 
lowed hard on the heels of the prac- 
tice of music in thése societies, and a 
much admired means for this was the 
tnterchange of visits among the socie- 
ties. Philadelphia and Baltimore set 
the example, which Louisville and 
Cincinnati followed in 1848, At this 
meeting the North American Sanger- 
bund was organized, and in 1849 the 
first of its festivities took place in 
Cincinnati. Sangerfeste were held by 
the bund fn Cincinnati in 1849, 1851, 
1853, 1856 and 1870. In the course 
of these twenty years the festival 
grew steadily in magnitude if not tn 
artistic character, so that when the 
gathering of 1870 took place it was 
found necessary to build a hall to 
accommodate a body of 3,000 singers 
and instrumentalists, besides the aud- 
fence, The building erected to this 
end became the visible bond between 
the German festivals and the meetings 
with loftier alma and purer means es- 
tablishea by Theodore Thomas and a 
committee of prominent citizens in 
1873, At that time Mr. Thomas was 
still engaged in orchestral peripatet- 
fos, epreading knowledge and appre- 
ciation of high clags instrumental 
music throughout the country. 


Music of Higher Order 


The GSangerfest Hall had been 
saved to the city for the purposes of 
industrial expositions, and this fact 
inspired Mr, Thomas on one of his 
visits with the idea of a festival of 
men and women aingers et which 
music of a higher order than that of 
the specifically German festivals 
should be performed and from which 
the element of conviviality should be 
banished. “This element had 60 com- 
pietely dominated the German ¢estiv- 
als that their artistic side had become 
practically negligible. I temember 
the meeting eat Cleveland in 1874, at 
which I made the acquaintande of 
Carl Bergmann, who was the con- 
ductor. The orchestra was that of the 
New York Philharmonic society, and 
Bergmann, who was anything but dis- 
posed against beer drinking, had 
brought hig musical ideals with him. 
He tried hard to rally the eingers 
around his artistic standard, but fatied 
miserably. At the rehearsals of tthe 
mass chorus he found himself with 
about, 300 singers instead of the 3,000 
which he had expected, and his dis- 
appointment was pitiful to behold, I 
Gat out the last concert with him, at 
which, after.the introductory orches- 
tral plece, he had nothing to do but 
lieten to the competitive singing of 
the various societies, and duning our 
visits to the stupendous bar which 
filled the apace under the mammoth 
stage he poured forth his disgust and 
anger at the character which the af- 
fair had assumed. Largely through 
his influence and the effect of the 
Cincinnat! festivale of 1873 and 1875

At the festival to celebrate ‘the 
opening of Carnegie Hall in 1894 
Waites Damrosch brought Techal- 
kowsky from Russia to conduct some 
of his own music; in 1898 the Ora- 
tonio Society gave a festival in com- 
memoration of the twenty-fitth anni- 
Verenty of/ its foundation, at which 
some Of the compositions of Dr. Leo- 
pold Damrosch, its founder, were per- 
formed; in 1912 & untted with the 
Symphony Society in giving a Brahms 
festival, At these affairs the forces 
employed were the normal ones of 
the two nocket log which have deen 
undr the directlon of Dr, 
Damrosch and hig sona, Sra end 
Walter, ever since their organiaation

London, May 8——Polish and Ukrain- 
fan troops captured Kiev on Thursday 
| night, according to an official state- 
ment issued at Moscow Friday and re 
| ceived here by wireless. 


| The text of the statement says: 
| “In the Kiev region during 

|night of ‘May 6-7, our troops engaged 
!superfor enemy forces northwest and 
southwest of Kiev. 
| the enemy broke into the outskirts of 


the town, but were held up by our 
‘counter attacks, Later our troops, in 
‘accordance with orders, etarted to 


withdrawn in order to the left bank of 
the Dnieper river. 

“In the direation of Pytaloff, 
troops repulsed an enemy advance 20 
miles south of Krasny. In the direc- 
tion of Igumen (east of Minsk) tho
